The records f processed and have [xovit^i may 
address ihe issue; to opine oti tt^ ojntKiits of documents is outside my duty. 

6. Plaintiff states I do not identify wtiere I fixirKJ information that fm 
ini^stigation is c^^ing. ./tetually, I pc^nted cut that the investigation is now 
closed. It is t^cause of the dinged status thai I voluntarily treated tiie request 
as a new request and have discretionarily t^wsen to extend it to r^^ords w^ted 
after the onginal request was firei filed.
